Four Lose Lives In Spillway 
Accident on the Allegheny 
River In Pittsburgh Area 


Pittsburgh. June 12— (JP)—The 


raging waters of an Allegheny 
river spillway took four lives yes- [ 
terday but rivermen who refused 
to quit rescue efforts in the face 
of terrific odds pulled four others 
to safety. 


One riverman, 50-year old Hull 


Wright, died a hero. 


He tried desperately to save six 


persons who rode over a 11-foot 
dam 111 a 25-foot cabin cruiser 15 
miles northeast of Pittsburgh. 


The four who survived a night 


of horror ^wcre battered and beat- 
en. 


They clung to the cruiser as it 


bobbed in the foaming, swirling 
spillway. For seven hours they 
watched scores of rescue attempts 
fail. 
f 


A blimp, a seaplane and even 


men in a rowboat tried to reach 
them. 


Just as it seemed their cruiser 


would capsize, they were pulled 
to safety by the volunteer crew 
of a small river towboat piloted 
by a veteran skipper who willing- 
ly took his chance with fate. He 
won his gamble—and lost his boat 
as it overturned in the maelstrom. 


There were six on the cruiser 


when it onissed a lock and went 
over the dam. 


Wright and his boss. Veteran 


Lockmastcr James 
Woffenden, 


went to their rescue in an 18-foot 
skiff. 


The small craft was smashed to 


pieces and Woffenden and Wright 
3umped to the cruiser. 


Then, one by one, the four who 


perished began going overboard.

CALIFORNIA PRIMARY 


Governor Earl Warren's tremendous vote-getting per- 


formance in the California primary once more stamps him 
as a man with a bright future. 
Because he piled up 


nearly twice as many votes as James Roosevelt, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, he'must be rated a distinct favorite for re- 
election to a third term as governor this fall. 


And if Warren does capture this prize again, he will 


establish himself as a big factor in the 1952 Republican 
presidential race, whether or not he chooses to be a 
candidate. 


In 1952 California's huge population gains will be 


translated into more than half a dozen new seats in Con- 
gress, which means in turn that its delegations to party 
nominating conventions will be swelled by perhaps 14 to 
16. It will pack almost as mlich weight as New York 
and Pennsylvania. 


Should a victorious Warren decide to run for president, 


he would, of course, command this strength for himself and 
would likely have the Washington, Oregon and perhaps 
other 'western delegations in his camp as well. 


Though such a beginning would be no guarantee of his 


nomination, it would put him in a very strong bargaining 
spot. Warren's voice would have to be reckoned with in 
the final GOP choice. This would be true, indeed, even if 
he controlled only his own big delegation. 


A Warren triumph this November would have the 


same import for the Republican future as would a victory 


., for Gov. James Duff's hand-picked successor in Pennsyl- 


vania. 


Warren has been a progressive governor who must be 


classed with the liberal wing of his party. The same holds 
for Duff. Together these two could go a long way toward 
•blocking the 1952 nomination of any man they felt, did not 
reflect their own progressive sentiments. 


Warren's primary showing thus strengthens the hand of 


GOP liberals continuing a trend that has been unmistak- 
able throughout the primary balloting of 1950. 


His fall opponent, Jimmy Roosevelt, will be no push- 


over. For a time it looked as if Warren 'might repeat his 
feat of 1946 and capture both GOP and Democratic nomi- 
nations for governor—which is possible under California's 
cross-filing system. But Roosevelt, fortified by an intense 
street-corner campaign, proved too strong for that. 


Roosevelt undoubtedly will wage a fall campaign with 


similar energy. But he will have a few handicaps. Presi- 
dent Truman hasn't forgotten that Jimmy wanted Gen- 
eral Eisenhower for the 1948 Democratic presidential 
nomination. And many leading Democrats within Cali- 
fornia are not enthusiastic over their nominee. 


On top of those drawbacks is the powerful evidence of 


Warren's hold on Californians of both parties. The gov- 
ernor polled well over half a million votes on the Demo- 
cratic side. Roosevelt has a big task cut out for him. 


LONG TIME COMING 


Americans can be thankful that at last a liberalized dis- 


placed persons measure is assured. Under legislation final- 
ly approved by Congress and considered certain of Presi- 
dent Truman's signature, another 135,000 European DP's 
may be admitted to the United States. 


Present law allows entry of 205,000 and we have al- 


ready given haven to more than 150,000 of these. Further- 
more, language in the existing law that seemed to re- 
flect religious and racial bias has been modified. 


If the president signs, new entrants to the U. S. may be 


selected from a broader range of national and religious 
groups. 


The final passage of the new DP bill was a victory for 


the many elements in American society which wanted it. 
And it was a defeat for Senator McCarran of Nevada, 
whose blind obstructionism stalled for almost a year and a 
half a worthy measure that ought to have been enacted 
by the spring of 1949.

Senator Says Prosperity Chain 
No Stronger Than Farm Link

TF/ASHINGTON—(NEA)— Republican Sen. Homer E. Capehart of 
W Indiana says the Republican Party has got to start thinkin'. To 
promote this endeavor, Senator Capehart has published 3 28-page 
pamphlet. Its tentative title is "The Key to Sound Prosperity." 


Carl H. Wilken, Sioux City, la. economist who now has offices in 


Washington, wrote the booklet. Senator Capehart is backing Mr. 
Wilken in his studies, but the senator makes clear that he does not 
put his stamp of approval on it all. Some of it he agrees with, and 
some o£ it he does not agree with. But says the Hoosier senator, "My 
interest is to stimulate thinking." 


The Wilken economic theories will stimulate thinking, all right, 


but there's no telling what kind. Basis of the Wilkin doctrine is that 
there must be a sound farm economy before there can be anything 
else sound. 
- 
, 


This appeals to Senator Capehart, who was born poor, began life 


as a farm hand, then became a farm tenant and a big farm owner, 
along with his manufacturing activities. Incidentally, Senator Cape- 
hart is running for re-election this November, and has a race on his 
hands against Alex Campbell, former assistant attorney general. 


But to get back to the Wilken thesis, he begins by a finding that 


"the very laws of nature and production establish capitalism as 'the 
natural form of economy." He goes on from there to state that "The 
failure of our capital economy to retain stability is due to price 
fluctuations which change the dollar value of new wealth." 


Wilken's purpose, therefore, is to uncover the natural laws of ex- 


change, which can then be used as yardsticks to make our economy 
work better and give us greater stability. 
The booklet is full of 


tables and charts. Much of the data—though not the conclusions— 
•re taken from the President's Economic. Report to Congress. 


"A careful check of the record," writes Mr. Wilken, "will reveal 


that each $1 of gross farm income will generate $7 of national income." 
This is Mr. Wilken's "Key to Prosperity." 


"Once we realize this simple, yet positive, ratio of gross farm pro- 


duction to national income, we can set up this dogmatic conclusion- 
no . ilitical party can operate the economy' of the United States on a 
basis of full employment and notional solvency unless it is willing to 
stabilize our gross farm income at a level high enough to provide the 
national income required." 
'PHIS sounds a little like a GOP Brannan plan, but it isn't. ^^M 


' "The seven-times trade turn of gross farm income is in reality out 


efficiency ratio of per man production," insists Mr. Wilken. "It exists 
primarily because each ayerage farm worker produces enough farm 
raw materials for himself and six other workers." 


The conclusion which Mr. Wilken draws from this is that to create 


economic stability and protect national income fromfsevere losses due 
to unnecessary drops in price levels, the country should stabilize the 
prices of non-perishable farm crops. 


"The price of our basic non-perishable crops should be stabilized 


at parity with the value of an dunce of gold, the yardstick for our 
monetary measuring in world trade," says Mr. Wilken 
"Such a step 


would stabilize our price level for commodities at 169 per cent of the 
1925 to 1929 period, or the same relationship between gold and com'- 
modifies during that period." 


"To stabilize the basic raw materials from "bur agricultural pro-

PRIMARY CONCERN OF EVERY CITIZEN 


Many people in our community think that the Hoffman 
Children's Home is a part of the Children's Aid Society 
program but in reality it has been the property of the 
County Institution District since March 26, 1931, when 
it was purchased by the County Commissioners with 
funds left for that purpose by Otis F. Hoffman. 


The co-operation between the public and private agencies 
is already an accomplished fact in Warren County. Now 
the understanding and united thinking of all citizens is 
necessary to carry forward the work so vital to the 
community. 


How best to meet the needs of all .dependent and 
neglected children in Warren County is the pri- 
mary concern of every citizen and particularly 
those who work in the field of child care, both 
public and private. 


In a preceding article, it was shown how the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, one of the private agencies 
of Warren County, seeks to meet the children's 
needs through careful planning and supervision. 


However, a comprehensive program to meet these 
needs demands that the private agency work 
closely with public agencies, such as the County 
Institution District, which has financial responsi- 
bility for dependent and neglected children; the 
Department of Public Assistance, which has finan- 
cial responsibility for dependent families; and the 
Juvenile Court. 


Perhaps the best way to define the difference be- 
tween a public and private'agency, and to show 
that both are necessary is to say that the public 
agency, supported by tax .funds, could be com- 
pared to the melody of the song, while the private 
agency, supported by private contributions, is the 
orchestration, the harmony of the song. 


'Both melody and harmony are essential to a good 
song, just as both the basic, widespread services 
of the public agency and the specialized, individual 
services of the private agency are essential to a 
good program of child care. The two cypes of 
agents complement and supplement each other, 
offering services which may at times seem similar, 
at times quite different, but always with the same 
goal of serving children in whatever way is needed.

TV/TOST fathers prefer chocolate 


cake. So bake one for Fath- 


er's Day. But make it a regal af- 
fair—put a gold paper crown on 
top with "King for a Day" printed 
boldly across the crown. He'll feel 
like a big shot—the way he should 
be made to feel on his special day. 


The cake can be an easy busi- 


ness if you use a new devil's food 
mix. Just add milk, beat and bake, 
and your downy-textured cake is 
ready for the oven, in a big square 
pan or two eight-inch layerg. 


Frost the cake with a quick 


white frosting, or with a rich 
chocolate eggnog frosting flavored 
with rum extract; then border the 
cake with a crown of maraschino 
cherries and points of pineapple.

Melt three squares unsweetened 


chocolate in double boiler. Re- 
move from boiling water; add \Vz

Add one egg, slightly beat- 
en, in two parts, beating well after 
each addition. Then add 4 table- 
spoons softened butter, a table- 
spoon at a time, beating thorough- 
ly after each amount. Add V« tea- 
spoon rum extract and blend. 


Four-Minute Frosting 


Combine one unbeaten egg 


White, *A cup sugar, dash of salt. 


3 tablespoons water and one tea- 
spoon -light corn syrup in top of 
small double boiler. Beat with ro- 
tary egg beater or electric beater 
about one minute, or until blended. 
Cook over rapidly boiling water, 
beating constantly with rotary egg 
beater (or at high speed of elec- 
tric beater) 4 minutes, or until 
frosting will stand in stiff peaks. 
Remove from boiling water. Add 
one teaspoon vanilla and beat one 
minute, or until thick enough to 
spread.

care of a patient for one day dur- 
ing 1949. This figure is up from 
the $13.09 it cost m 1948 and 
$11.09 in 1947. 


This was announced today by 


the American Hospital Association 
in its annual survey of over 6,000 
hospitals in the United States, for 
the year 
ending- September 00, 


1949. 
The survey is published in 


th« June issue of "Hospitals," offi- 
cial Association journal. 


The income 01 Llic nation's gen- 


eral hospitals as a whole came 
nearer meeting costs of care pro- 
vided than In 1948." Yet the m- 


was $2.59 a day less than it cost 
the average hospital to care for 
him, the survey sho\vs. 


Patients in short term non-profit 


hospitals paid $138,129,000 
less 


than the hospitals' expenses, the 
American Hospital Association re- 
ports. 
This deficit amounted to 


$1.56 for each patient daily. Mon- 
ey to pay for this came fiom 
sources other than patients.

This w?«s sev- 
en more per 100 patients than in 
194S. ^The increase in employees 
was influenced by the trend to a 
shorter work week -for hospital 
personnel, and to other continuing 
improvements in patient care and 
service.
